Chicago, May 18—A wave of 
price cutting in réte#.1 clothing costs 
reaching from the Mississippi val- 
ley fo the Pacific coast was reported 
today. Dispatches from twenty- 
four cities in that territory told of 
promised reductions in these neces- 
sities ranging from 15 per cent to 
minus profit. 

Financial authorities here said 
indications were the price decline 
would be limited to ready-to-wear 
clothing, principally women’s _gar- 
ments and silks, Shoes were in the 
list: affected. 

Tight money — and inadequate 
transportation facilities were cited 
among the prime reasons for the 
mercantile movement, Delays in 
delivery of goods in which much 
money. had ‘been: tiéd up, together 
‘with inability of farmers to get 
grain and live stock to market were 
| said ju many instances tq have 
worked a hardship on merchants. 
’ An officer of one of the leading 
department stores of Chicago de- 
elated that the ‘hrice feduction now 
being reported meant. also that | 
merchants were ‘tfryifig ‘to satisfy 
what he called “a. hysterical demand 
from the public for lower prices.” 
These current reductions, he said, 
might be only temporary, 

Merchants More Cautious. 

A financial authority. here said 
that. if reports ef price cutting were 
dependable, they indicated a_ ten- 
dency toward a reduction in inven- 
tories. Though this might be tem- 
‘porary, he said, it was undoubtedly 
good, in that it suggested that mer-. 
chants were going ahead more cau- 
tiously. Sales are being held under 
various names.

Parker’s telegraphic re- 
ply to the president is as fellows: 
“Thanks for your’ courteous tele- 
gram. Have just .been inaugurated 
as governor of Louisiana. Find 
general assembly greatly differs on 
question of suffrage. Large num- 
ber opposed to any form. Some ad- 
vocate .state measure, others fed- 
eral amendment. All being demo- 
crats, any dictation ‘on my part 
would be unwise and I regret my 
inability to comply with your +te- 
quest, believing action of my peo- 
Ple should be paramount. to any 
personal views.”’

Rome, May 18.—The council of the 
league of nations has sent a mes- 
sage to President Wilson requesting 
him to convoke the league of na- 
tions next November at Brussels. It 
is pointed out that Geneva is not 
ready to receive the assembly. 
The council, as a result of the 
Swiss referendum, decided to select 
Geneva as the seat of the league as- 
smbly, instead of Brussels, which 
would have been chosen had Swit- 
zerland, voted adversely.

Publishes Demand That 
Britain Forbid U. S. to 
Build Any More Battle- 
ships Without Allies’ 
Consent. 


London, May 18.—Horatio Bot- 
tomley, the anti-American. British 
member of parliament and publicist, 
takes another shot at America in his 
magazine, “John Bull,” by publish- 
ing Wednesday a “demand” that 
Great Britain forbid the United 
States to build any’ more battleships 
without the allies’ consent, 

This blast, as the advance copies 
give it, will be the most bit:-Yfof all 
Bottomley’s disturbing articles 
against the United States. which he 
now frankly calls “our next 
enemy.” 

Under the heading, ‘Trouble Brew- 
ing,’ Bottomley calls on Lloyd- 
George to warn America .nat Great 
Britain will tolerate no more non- 
sense” from her. Aftei reviewing 
the cordial receptions given to 
Eamon de Valera, “president” of Ire- 
land, in those Amercan cities which 
did receive hini well, and after con- 
sidering: President Wilsun’s illness 
and the Sims-Daniels contrwersy, 
Bottomley says: “We want the 
friendship of America, but it cannot 
be purchased at the price of our self- 
respect and honor.” 

The Anti-American editor says the 
election campaign in the United 
States has brought out a great dea! 
of indirect anti-British comment 
which otherwise would have ie- 
mained unspoken. 


About Wilson’s Spcech. 


“But,” he says, “it is time to cease 
this nonsense taht the United States 
is Great Britain’s ally or friend. I 
am heartily sick of this farce. Wil- 
son’s speech regarding the help- 
lessness of our fleet was a con- 
temptuous sneer at our navy—the 
navy which convoyed the American 
army across the Atlantic without a 
single mishap. 

“Let us remember, also, the infa- 
mous instruction regarding the pull- 
ing of the wool over Admiral Sims’ 
eyes.

Sylvania has asked its supporters to 
write the name of William G. Mec- 
Adoo on the ballot. 

The republican organization can- 
didates for delegates-at-large in- 
clude United States Senators Pen- 
rose and Knox, Governor Sproul 
and Mayor Moore, of Philadelphia. 
Delegates in Pennsylvania are not 
instructed, but it is understood that 
all the republican candidates are for 
Governor. Sproul for first choi¢sa for 
president, and someofthemare an- 
nouncing for Leonard Wood for séc- 
ond. A majority of the 84 district 
delegates are understood to be for 
Sproul first, with a number favor- 
ing Wocd for second chcice. 

There are 24 candidates for the 
democratic delegation-at-large, the 
two factions each having named 
twelve.

Spokane, Wash. May 18,—The

“OPEN DOOR” OIL POLICY 
HERE HURTING SUPPLY. 

Washington, May 18.—Interest of 
the United States in the race for 
the oil supply of the world as em- 
bodied in the report of the state 
fepartment submitted by President 
Witlson to the senate yesterday, has 
arisen from the alarming depletion 
of the oil reserve in this country. 

While the country contributed 69 
per cent of the oil supply of the 
world, 40 per cent of its producing 
fields have been exhausted and, ac- 
cording to official estimates, oit re 
serves remaining in, the United 
States are not expected to last 
twenty years. 

Of tne reserve in this country for- 
eign interests control only 4 per 
cent, despite the faet that: the 
United States is the only oil pro- 
ducing country in.which citizens and 
foreigners are permitted to partici- 
pate in oil production on equal 
terms. 

In the face of this “open-door” 
interests are excluded in Austra- 
lia, British East Africa, British 
Guinea; Burma, Dutch Bast Indies, 
Egypt.

Senator Boies Penrose, republican, 
Pennsylvania, and not Admiral Sims, 
originated the basic charges against 
the navy department contained in 
the admiral’s letter of January 7, 
Secretary Daniels asserted. 

Mr. Daniels recalled that the sen- 
ator, in a speech in the senate Au- 
gust 24, 1918, declared that procras- 
tination on the part of the secre- 
tary of the navy delayed the ter- 
mination of the war at least three 
months, cost $15,000,000,000 and 
many lives. 

The words used by Senator Penrose 
were almost identicial with those 
used by Admiral Sims more than a 
year later, Mr. Daniels said. “Either 
Admiral Sims is a2 plagiarist and ap- 
propriated his views and charges 
from Senator Penrose or by the new 
science of mental telepathy the 
viwes of the senator were communi- 
cated to Admiral Sims,” declared Mr. 
Daniels. “Penrose comes from Penn- 
sylvania, and Sims was appointed 
to the Naval academy from that 
state. Did they collaborate or ex- 
change mental telegrams?” 

The committee might have “saved 
thousands of reams of paper anc 
Anudreds of thdusands of words” 
by investigating Senator Penrose’s 
charges, the witness said. 

Senator Penrose was 
upon by some informant almost aa 
reckless in his figures as Admiral 
Sims was in his accusations,” Mr. 
Daniels continued, “It is also 
worthy of note,” he said, “that at 
the very time Penrose was making 
this speech, Sims wa® writing to 
Captain Pratt, threatening an inves- 
tigation of the conduct of the war.’ 

Mr. Daniels said he would no} 
answer the Penrose charges at 
length, even though he had justi 
learned of them, because his answer 
to Admiral Sims covered the matter 
fully. He devoted the rest of the 
day to a‘resume of the navy depart- 
ment’s war construction activities, 
comprising approximately 1,006 
vessels, nearly three times as many 
as there were in the entire navy 
when the war started. He paid high 
tribute to Rear Admiral David W. 
Taylor, chief constructor, Who, he 
said, had no superior in the world. 

Mr. Daniels announced at the con- 
clusion of today's session that he 
would conclude his direct statement 
Thursday afternoon. Chairman Hale 
said the committee would attempt to 
conclude the *cross-examination by 
Saturday night and would then ad- 
journ for a few days to enable Rear 
Admiral Sims to study the testimony 
before he was called to testify in 
rebuttal. .

400,000 U. 5. CHELDREN 
WITHOUT SCHOOLING 


Washington, May 18.—State school 
superintendents from thirty states 
met today with Commissioner of 
Education Claxton to discuss needs 
of the educational «departments in 
their respective districts, as a pre- 
liminary to the opening tomorrow 
of the national conference on educa- 
tion. 

“The great American public must 
decide and decide quickly whether it 


wants universal education or not,” 
Mr. Claxton said. “Latest figures 
obtained bv the federal bureau of 


education show that between 300,000 
and 400,000 children in the United 
States last year were without 
schooling. Approximately 7 per 
cent of the people of the United 
States left school at 14 years of ag 
and 40 per cent did not complete the 
eighth grade.” 

Delegates from various states sub- 
mitted reports on the shortage of 
teachers ranging from a deficit of 
450 in the case gf Indiana to 1,700 
in California. Only Masachusetts 
reported a normal supply of instruc- 
tors. 

Alabama lost 500 teachers last 
year, Spright Dowell, state super- 
intendent, of education, declared. He 
predicted the situation would be 
worse this,year, adding that the at- 
tendance at normal schools had de- 
creased considerably.

BANKERS TO DRIVE 
AGAINST HIGH PRICES. 

Washington, May 18.—Bankers of 
the country, through representative 
attending a conference today with 
the federal reserve board, pledged 
themselves to help the board in a 
drive on high prices and to aid in ef- 
forts at deflation. 

Specifically, the bankers agreed 
unreservedly to support the board’s 
new policy in discouraging ‘“habit-

Governor Harding set forth the 
board’s policy in a speech designed

He warned of impending dangers in 
the eycle of contfhued borrowings 
and speculation, and appealed to 
bankers. and public alike to be con- 
servative in its demands for bank- 
ing eredit. 

“It is evident,” Mr. Harding said, 
“that the county cannot continue 
to advance prices and wages, to cur- 
tail production, to expand credits 
and attempt to enrich Itself by non 
productive operations and transac- 
tions without fostering discontent 
and radicalism, and that such a 
course, if persisted in, will even- 
ually bring on a real crisis.” 

Mr.2Harding said that “everything 
must be done”’ to expedite the release 
of money in “frozen loans” and in 
commodities held,either for specula- 
tive purposes or because of lack otf 
transportation, and urged bankers 
to use the utmost discrimination in 
granting new loans.
